Lloyd Cîcnrge in Hie States. 

Ho manifested greal interest In bis 
Alma Mater, and spoke in very warm 
terms ot Sir Arthur Curi'ie. for whom 
he has nothing but praise. lie men- 
tioned some of the professors, es- 
pecially Or. Lea cock, who has done 
iiiuoli to spread the fame of Me.Cîill 
during his tours. Mr. Alexander 
brought out the fact that he considers 
the present age to be one for the 
young men, and for that reason he 
thinks that the university cm <Ui 
much for the world it it takes an in- 
terest in world affairs. 

Turning to his recollections of col 
lepe days, he told of his enthusiasm 
for debating: this resulted in his win- 
ning the Gold Medal of the Literary 
and Debating Society in the year 1910. 
Mr. Alexander graduated from Law 
at a very youthful age. and as a re 
suit had to wait some time before 
being allowed to take his Bar exami- 
n;> lions. When he did take them, ho 
topped the list, and was immediately 
admitted to a well-known -Montreal 
firm. He had considerable success 
but his career was interrupted hy the 
outbreak of the war. He joined the 
army, and became an Advocate 
General. 

Mr. Alexander made a very aus- 
picious entry to his political life in 
England when he defeated Ihn Leader 
of the L,hbor party and became the 
representative for the City of London. 
His advance ha» been continuous, and 
during the past few yearn he has at- 
tended most of, thr European con- 
ferences, including those at Versailles, 
Cannés and recently a I Copenhagen. 
11" spoke briefly of (he Copenhagen 
conference, when delegates from 33 
nations gathered in tht; anclenl and 
wonderful palace there; the l'renidèhi 
of Sweden was chairman of I he meet . 
ingH, which lasted for over three 
week?. . Thr point which impressed 
Mr. Alekandei was I hat all the na- 
tions represented looked lo riront 
IJrilalii and the British ISropire as lin- 
ing I Ijr. only power which has Irue 
sympathy with iheir various problems.

If we make it known to the 
residents of Montreal what old McGill is actually doing in athletics 
we should not only be advertising our sporting prowess but .we 
should materially boost the morale of our loyal sportsmen.

main points which the former Pre- 
mier was trying to bring out on this 
side of the water; firm, to expre.se 
Britain'* thank:, to Canada for her 
glorious part in the giout .struggle; 
second, to explain as fully as possible 
,tbe present .situation in Europe; last- 
ly, to try and obtain the sympathy 
,of the United maum. 

Then Mr. Alexander turned to the 
subject which he hah most at heart— 
.the welfare of Canada. 'Canada,' he 
said, 'has a great future in store for 
it if it taken advantage of its prêtent 
opportunities to lncieuHc its popula- 
tion with goo.d iîriliah stock. Canada, 
has a population of nine millions but 
it has all the facilities for supporting 
a population of fifty millions. There 
are. ample railways, manufactures 
and agricultural advantages for such 
a number ot people. 

Ife told of the efforts of the Hrl- 
tish CJoVcrnmont in favor of emigra- 
tions to the Dominions, and i>f Caria- 
da's apparent apathy in doing her 
share.

Those collars wore ol 
Iron and were almost as stiff ami 1111 - 
oomforlable as the onoa our fellow 
creatures arc suffering in to-day. 

Slaves began to achieve their tree- 
dont and discard their collars. The 
second-hand shops of (lie world were 
flooded with perfectly good collars. 
To prevent national financial ruin, a 
use had to be devised for these ar- 
ticles. The government tool; up Ihe 
matter and decreed that married .11011 
ought to have some mark by which 
they could be distinguished from oilier 
men. Accordingly, a man on his wed- 
ding day must don a collar hearing 
the name of the woman who has to he 
his future owner.
